With the assistance of Gov. Mar- 


tin G, Brumbaugh and the state ad- 
ministration much consideration and 
study is being given the form which 
the rivar regulation legislation to be 
Introduced at the next session of the 
legislature shall take. 
The plan 


which ha* tie most advocates is the 
one under which the necessary works 
are to be constructed by the federal 
War Department out of funds pro- 
vided by the states and counties af- 
fected, as well as by the national §OY- 
eminent. 


In order to make such a plan work- 


able in Pennsylvania new legislation 
w*a required and to that end a bill 
was prepared which permitted coun- 
ties to issue bonds, the proceeds ol 
which could ba expended by the War 
Department in conjunction with other 
funds appropriated by the state and 
nation. This bill was passed in the 


0 session of 1911. 
No new legislation 


Q by this gtate was required to entirely 
() legalize proceeding with the storage 
Q reservoirs and other river regulation 
<5 works in this way, but an Act of 
<} Congress was necessary. 
The Con- 


0 gress of the United States became 


impressed with this idea of co-opera- 
tion and at its recent session a bill 
was presented which put this prin- 
ciple into effect. 
This bill provides: 


Up to the Army Engineers. 


"That all money appropriated for 


works and projects relating to flood 
control hereafter authorized shall be 
expended, and all examinations, sur-

of the area to be affected by the pro- 
posed improvement: (b) the probable 
effect upon any navigable water or 
waterway; (c) the possible econo- 
mical development and utilization of 
water power; and (d) such other 
uses as may be properly related to 
or co-ordinated with the project. A-nil 
the heads of the several departments 
of the Government may. in their dis- 
cretion, upon the request of the Sec- 
retary of War. detail representatives 
from their respective departments to

WM. L. W. SEABROOK LEARNED 
PRINTING AT ADAMS SENTINEL 


Died i" 
Westminster—Was 
Born 


Near Fniriicld, This County 83 


Ycr.rs Ago. 


William L. W. Seabrook, editor of 


the "American Sentinel" of West- 
minster, died on Monday at his home 
almost 83 years old. He was a son 
of Win. Johnston Seabrook and was 
born near Fail-field, this count}', Oc- 
tober 9. 1833. His father, a railroad 
contractor, was killed on the old 
"Tapeworm" railroad, a section of 
which he was building, when the son 
•was four years old. His mother re- 
turned to her former home at Creag- 
erstown, Md., when he was ten years 
old. He worked as a boy on the 
farm and in a store and when I/ 
years old came to Gettysburg and 
learned printing trade with Robert 
Goodloe Harper, editor of the "Sen- 
tinel." He bought an interest in the 
"Frederick Herald" in 1852 when 19 
years old. In 1857 he was elected 
•commissioner of the land office and 
re-elected in 1863 without opposition. 
He became part owner of the "Amer- 
ican Sentinel" of Westminster and 
in 1874 sold his interest and for the 
nexi ten years he held important 
Pederal positions. In 1886 he again 
"became editor of the "American Sen- 
tinel." In 1864 he was a delegate to 
the national convention which re- 
nominated President Lincoln and was 
the Maryland member of the notifi- 
cation committee, and was the last 
survivor of the fourteen Maryland 
delegates in the convention and pos- 
sibly the last survivor of all who 
then took part in it. In 1855 he mar- 
ried and his wife died in 1907. Two 
sons survive him, Wm. L. Seabrook. 
a Lutheran minister, who is also the 
State's Attorney for Carroll county, 
and Clarence Seabrook, 01 Svracuse.

The gray haired man who 
drives tne locomotive of a transconti- 
nental limited and who holds the lives- 
of irandre<:s of human beings in liis- 
care belongs to the very highest type- 
of mechanic, but lie is not an engineer, 
except in the United States and Cana- 
da. All foreign languages have words 
that properly designate the work these 
men are doing. In our country there 
is no word to distinguish them from. 
the bridge builder, die sanitary expert, 
etc.

due dirwUy to Hie fact (hat employees 
heard and accepted a wHl-o'-lhowisp 
report tlwit their employers had real- 
ised 4r> per cent dividends on their 
stock holdings. The truth of the mat- 
ter, which w.-is shown to be available 
to any man in the plant who wanted 
to sec a correctly audited and sworn 
statement of accounts, was that the 
corporation earned and distributed a 
seven per cent dividend for a single 
year, after failing to pay dividends of 
over 2V, per cent for the two preced- 
ing years and passing dividends for 
three years prior thereto. 


No effort was made by the employees 


who struck whan their wage demands 
were not promptly decided and grant- 
ed, to certify the accuracy, or authen- 
ticity of the source, of the 45 pee cent 
dividend report 


Tea of the principal figures in the 


strike subsequently had pris-ate and 
extemporaneous conversations with the 
head of the concern, the employees of 
which had previously believed they 
had every right axid reason to ask and 
expect an increase in wages as their 
share of the reported 45 per cent, 
melon for stockholders. After the plain 
unvarnished facts about the results of 
the company's operations both the pre- 
vious year and years prior thereto had 
been discovered, every one of these 
ten laboring men confessed that they 
had acted on the "common report on 
the street" and readily admitted that 
had they known the real facts the 
strike -would never have taken place. 


Such are the sins of omission which 


exist in many branches of industrial 
production, with relation to the lack of 
co-operation and get-together spirit be- 
tween employers and employees. The 
fault is generally on both sides, al- 
though jn the case cited the employers 
were never given an opportunity to tell 
the facts as they were, before the 
strike was on. In most instances, how- 
ever, where such misunderstanding ex- 
ists, the emploj'er who does not see to it 
that his employees are as fully and tru- 
ly in touch with results of their com- 
bined productive efforts is_open to the 
same form of criticism as the employ- 
ees who go on strike with unautlaenti- 
cated information as the basis for the 
bill of risrhts they are fighting for.—In 
dustrial Conservation. Xew York.

State Legislation Alone Vastly Great- 
er Than That For England—Wages 
Fund Depleted. 


Business men all over the coinitx.? 


are complaining about the ilood of un 
fair legislation which is annually an- 
acted to hamper or restrict their opera- 
tions. They allege that the nation is 
suffering 
from 
too much law—that 


business is afflicted with legalltis. 


Hence law enforcement is becoming 


more difficult; th-e Government depart- 
ments ore playing battledore and shut- 
tlecock to avoid the legal responsibili- 
ties: and business meu are beside tljera- 
selves with uncertainty as to what 
may or may nut be done under the 
laws.
